Definitions  applicable  to  these 
reports  are  reprinted  below  from  the  Registrars'  Manual  -  Appendix  A. 

Total  Enrollment:  The  number  of  individuals  enrolled  during  a  given 
school  year  and  each  academic  period  of  that  year. 

Part-Time  Student:  For  reporting  purposes  a  part-time  student  in  Montana 
is  one  taking  less  than  12  credit  hours. 

Full -Time  Student:  For  reporting  purposes  a  full-time  student  in  Montana 
is  one  taking  12  or  more  credit  hours. 

First-Time  Beginning  Freshman:  One  who,  in  the  current  semester,  term, 
quarter,  or  session,  entered  higher  education  for  the  first  time. 

Full -Time  Equivalent  (FTE):  In  Montana,  15  student  credit  hours  for 

"Undergraduates  and  VI   student  credit  hours  for  graduates  is  considered 
the  full-time  ecu iva lent.

b.  Married  student  who  has  not  resided  in  Montana  for  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  enrolling  at  an  institution  of 
higher  education  in  Montana.  The  residence  of  a  wife  is 
that  of  her  husband. 

c.  All  students  not  classified  as  resident  students  shall  be 
classified  as  non-residents  for  admission,  fee  and  tuition 
purposes.
